Washington. Dec. L— Representative 


Cannon, chairman of the committee on 
appropriations, has arrived in Wash- 
ington. He says that his policy for 
the approaching eesaoa of congress ai 
chairman of tfc» house committee trill 
be to hold the appropriations, so far 
as ha can control them, down to ex- 
isting conditions. 


"X believe in a liberal but not an ex- 


travagant policy in making appropria- 
tions," ha said, "and until our rev- 
enues increase, shall oppose entering 
upon new enterprises requiring the ex- 
penditure of government funds." 


Mr. Cannon expressed the opinion 


that by the beginning of the next fiscal 
year the Dingley tariff bill would af- 
ford revenue sufficient to meet th« 
legitimate demands of the govern- 
meet 


He also stated Ws belief to be that 


that the coming session would be a 
coorparatively brief one. "We should 
be away from here easily by the first 
of June," he aaid. "Indeed, there ia 
very little for us to do beyond passing 
the appropriation bills. It is needless 
for us to attempt to secure currency 
legislation, because of the impossibil- 
ity of getting anything; through the 
senate. So long as the senate is anti- 
Republican, as at present, all efforts 
to get currency reform legislation will 
be so much waste of time and energy. 
What sense, then, to there in writing 
long-winded essays to be read in the 
seoato and the house and disturbing 
the business equilibrium, unless some 
wholesome purpose oan be subserved?"

Planting With Salt Stub Way Make Good 


Fa*ion of the Want. 


Chark-s H Shmn of the agricultural 


department of the California state uni- 
versity returned recently from the agri- 
cultural experiment station at Tulare 
with enthusiastic reports of the success 
of tbe experiments which have been 
made there recently in the reclamation 
of alkali lands. 


The laud, some of which is tbe worst 


alkali land in the state, has been treat- 
ed with gypsum, and during the seawiu 
over 300 kinds of seeds will be planted 
in the ground. A crop of wheat is ex- 
pected where before the reclamation of 
6be land barley grew only an inch high 


"We are ehowing the people," said 


Mr Shina, "that even on a small scale 
the land can be profitably reclaimed in i 
this manner. Of course if all the farm- 
ers would adopt the method the recla- 
mation of the alkali lands would be 
much easier and cheaper. 


We have discovered that mnch can 


be done to neutralize the effect of tbe 
alkali by mechanical treatment of tbe 
soil. By using straw—not manure. Jar 
manure makes alkali soil even worse— 
tbe ground is kept warm and tbe cold 
alkali is kept from lotting the seed. 


"Our experiments with the Atriplex 


seanibaccalnm, or salt bosh, have also 
proved that even without reclamation 
alkali lands can be made valuable for 
pasture. Within tbe last three or four 
years we have distributed at least 1,000 
pounds of tbe seed all over tbe state. 
The salt bush makes u thick growth six 
or seven inches high and makes excel- 
lent grazing for sheep. The excellence 
of the Australian wool is dne very large- 
ly to the abundance at salt bush upon 
which the sheep graze. On the karroos 
of Sonth Africa the salt bush has been 
ilanted for sheep pasture by several 
om panics. 


"The planting of tbe salt bush prom- 
»to establish a new industry in Cali- 
ornia. Already there is a large demand 
or the seed, even from Mexico. The 
m«h grows where alfalfa will not grow, 
and in many cases, perhaps, it will be

several madmen. The bite of the taran- 
tula is said to have been cured by music, 
and the Phrygian pipe was recommend- 
ed by many of the ancient fathers as an 
antidote to sciatica. We could enumer- 
ate many other instances of the estima- 
tion, amounting, as it would seem, to 
palpable superstition, in which music 
was held among the ancients, hut the 
above maybe considered sufficient.—

a which there has been an epidemic 
f diphtheria among scLool children 
aye been making rigid icqalry Into 
he causes which led up to the trouble, 
nd in many Instances have concluded 
hat the disease had spread among 
he children through the system in 
ogue in tbe schools of indlscriml- 
ately mixing the pencils which were 
used by the pupils. A telegram from 
ndtanapolls concerning the matter 
ajs: 


"City sanitarian Clark has just coc- 


luded an Inquiry into tbe alarming 
ncrease in diphtheria among public 
cbool pupils since the opening of tbe 
all session and announces that tb? 
isease has been spread in the dlstrl- 
iution of lead pencils and penholders 
Under the systet*? in vogue in tbe 
cbools each child is required to take 
ts pencil and penholder to the teach- 
r's desk in the afternoon. They are 
laced in a box and tbe neitday 
hey are re-distributed. Each chiid 
may tbut have a different pencil and 
lenhoider every day, and as children 
iften hold them in their mouths dls- 
ase Is tbus communicated." 
A dispatch fri.m Baltimore says: 


'An investigation of the spread or 
llphtberla among the pupils of the 
public schools of this city has led to 
he conclusion that it is largely 
;au°ed by tbe use of pencils and pen- 
holder! Health cooimUsioner He- 
bane has sent a commucicaUon to 
he school board recommending a dlf- 
erent system than the one in vogue 
of collecting tbe pens and pencils at 
he close of »cbool each day and re- 
Itstrlbute them the next day. 


The commissioner sa;s the children 


dace the pencils in their mouths and 
ileeasa la tbus communicated from 
olid to child by the Indiscriminate 
use of pent and pencils. 
He has 


recommended that each child should 
be given tbe aame pen and pencil 
very day and that all tbe penhold- 
er* and pencils be sterilized." 


It would be an excellent -plan if 


he Board of Education of Lima 
rould profit by the research of other 
cities and adopt a system which 
would require all pencils to be sterll- 
ted tf it were found expedient to 
continue tbe oolite tlon and distrlbu 
Ion of pencils end penholders among 
ibe pupils.

The report of tbe Hovember oper- 


ations 10 tbe Northwestern Ohio 
oil business shows that considerable 
activity is being displayed notwith- 
standing tbe fact that tbe extreme 
part of tbe winter is about due to 
arrive, and advance In tbe price of 
production would make business ex- 
ceedingly lively In the several excel- 
lent pools that have been opened up 
during the past year. The figures 
for November show that there have 
been 210 wells completed, of 
which 


43 proved worthless for crude oil, the 
balance showing a dally output of 
5,230 barrels, or an average of J5i 
barrels per well per day. This a fall- 
ing off of only 22 completed we>ls 
from tbe October report, acd 19 more 
wells than were finished during Sep 
tember. Tbe number of wells com 
pleted for tbe mosHh just c oud is 
Far above expectations, and Decent 
ber will certalaly sbow a much great 
er falling off, unless the price of the 
product advances sufficiently to war 
rant pushing tbe drill. 


Wood county leads In completed 
ells, while in new production it 


holds second place, tbe large wells in 
the Hume field leading. Auglalze 
county comes third in completed 
work, with Lucas county a close 
fourth. 
Allen county follows ID 


fifth, with Mercer county close be- 
hind. Sandusky county, which hai 
so far proven one of tne prolific coun- 
ties of the great northwestern Ohio 
field, is now on tbe wane, as only nine 
wells were finished during tbe month 
now closing. Many are of the opin- 
ion that the oil field has seen its 
day, but tbis Is all talk, as the field 
Is only in Its infancy, and many new 
pools will be opened up in the future, 
where least expected. There is con 
stderable territory in Putnam and 
Pauidinc counties that has not been 
thoroughly tested tor oil, and In the 
early days of 15 cent crude wells were 
drilled 
in Pauldlng county that 


showed up for at least 40 barrels a 
day, but as there were no pipe Hoes 
to take care of tbe oil and the low 
market at that time, as well as the 
striking of large gushers in other 
counties, drew the attention of the 
operators from that county, and they 
have never returned to make another 
trial.
